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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1 , 4-8 and 1 0-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. 
Applicant has added the language "other than sodium lauryl sulfate", noting that the 10- 
ca.rbon sulfate has been mentioned specifically. This is not persuasive because lauryl is 
a 12-carbon chain. Furthermore, applicant has only disclosed the utility of sulfated or 
sulfonated surfactants of 10-20 carbons, not the universe of such surfactants. This 
limitations should be incorporated into the independent claim. The new lower limit of 5% 
overcomes the Boeckh reference, however. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
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by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 7, 8 and 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Panandiker et al., U6,228,828 B1. See examples. Applicant has stated in 
the specification that the polymers disclosed herein meet the recited limitations. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 . 1 31 . 

5. Claims 1, 4, 7, 8, 10-14, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Randall et al., US 6,214,786 B1. See examples. Applicant has stated in 
the specification that the polymers disclosed herein meet the recited limitations. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based 
upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
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showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention 
"by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claims 1,4-8 and 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Johansen, US 6,287,585 B1. The reference discloses a method of 
killing or inhibiting the growth of microbes on laundry with a composition comprising a 
polycationic compound and one or more enzymes (abstract). One or more surfactants 
are preferably present at 0.1-60% by weight (col. 12, lines 63+), and useful detergents 
include anionics, nonionics, cationics, amphoterics and zwitterionics,. Use of alkyl 
ethoxysulfates and alkylbenzene sulfonates is exemplified. Useful enzymes include 
cellulases (col. 12, line 60). Use of percarbonate bleach is disclosed at col. 22, lines 
61 +, and use of NOBS as a bleach activator is disclosed at col. 23, lines 30-31 . Up to 
2% of polymeric dye transfer inhibiting agents may be added (col. 26, lines 28+). 
Suitable polycationic compounds are disclosed at col. 7, lines 9+. This reference differs 
from the claimed subject matter in that it does not disclose a composition which reads 
on applicant's claims with sufficient specificity to constitute anticipation. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to make such a 
composition, because this reference teaches that all of the ingredients recited by 
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applicants are suitable for inclusion in a surfactant composition. The person of ordinary 
skill in the surfactant art would expect the recited compositions to have properties 
similar to those compositions which are exemplified, absent a showing to the contrary. 

In the case where the claimed ranges overlap or lie inside ranges disclosed by 
the prior art, a prima facie case of obviousness exists. In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 
191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976); In re Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16 USPQ2d 1934 (Fed Cir. 
1990). 

8. Applicant's amendment and IDS necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
